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A STUDY  IN  MINT  RECORDS 

The  common  belief  that  small  issues  of  coins  are  rarer  than  larger  issues  negates 
a logical  concept,  thereby  causing  the  short  issue  to  become  common  and  a larger 
issue  rarer. 

This  is  invariably  the  rule,  though  like  all  rules  there  are  exceptions.  I did  not 
have  time  to  go  in  to  a few  technical  questions  on  proofs  and  other  coins  issued  but 
not  put  into  regular  circulation. 

The  prices  used  are  from  Wayte  Raymonds  1945  catalogue.  The  mint  record 
follows  the  date.
